Criuy Snuke'n men nutnbnr about

plentifully supplied vita ammunition. 
They had prepared for two month* for 
thin, their final stand agulnnt lawful 
authority. They havo sent word that 
they will fight to the death. 


Crazy Snak« In' In nertonal com- 


mand. This was established by tho 
testimony choked out of his college 
bred son by means of a nice, new Inch 
rope. Young Karjo was strung'up by 
the determined deputies until nearly 
dead. Then he gasped out that his 
father was In command: named the In 
dfan who killed the deputies; told the 
officers how to trail the band, and did 
everything which a stoical red rann Is 
wpponpd not to do when In the bunds 
of his enemies. 


Burn Their Tents and Retreat. 


Chief Craxy Snako and ion follow, 


ers retreated before five companies of 
Oklahoma 'mllltla, thus deferring un 
expected battle. 


Hastily setting 5re to his tepifcs 


nnd tents, the Indfaa lender, with 111* 
mixed company o( Snake Creek In- 
dians, ned as the troops advanced. 
They took up a, strong position be- 
tween the North Canadian river nnd 
Deep Fork creek, about seven miles 
east of Henryetta. 


Colonel Hoffman. In command of the 


state troops, decided It would he un- 
wise to push the pursuit and engage 
'.he Indians In the darkness. Accord- 
ingly he bivouacked for th«- night, 
early In the morning, reinforced by a 


/ company of cowboys, all crack nhotB, 


he will lead his forces against the In- 
dians. 


Craiy Snake and his braves will 


have a chance to surrender. If they 
refine the battle will be on unless I ho 
redskins again retreat. 


The mllllla"" believe Crazy Snake 


wants to reach the Tiger mountains 
with his followers before engaging In 
a general Bght. That the old chief la 
striving to stir thu Creaks to an up- 
rising and strike for what he con- 
ceives to be liberty was evident from 
the smoke of three signal (Ires on ad- 
jacent hills just before sundown. OH- 
time frontiersmen who Insist they 
know what such things mean declare 
thin Is a sign which always ushers In 
Indian trouble. 


Long Chase ExptoHd. 


Major Charles K. Barrett. In charge

Tats first real Indian uprising of

It broke .out j 
lost Thursday when several deputy | 
sheriffs went to Henryetta to arrest! 
cattle thieves. They were fired on nnd 
forced to retreat. A few hours lator { 
they returned with additional forces 
and were Itred on bj the band, then 
augmented by a ni mber of Cimy 
Snake's Indians. Tn this fight three 
Indians were killed and five wounded, 
According to the official .reports, al- 
though It Is thought many more In- 
dians were wounded, as scores of shots 
were flr«t at close quarters. Thin 
dash resulted In forty-one nrrastH. 


Orasy Snake, whon* name Is ChltM 


ffarjo and whose English name Is Wil- 
son Jones. Is the lender of the Snake | 
band of Creek Indians. Theso Creeks.; 
u&Hble to speak Kngltuh. have never j 
fumed from old customs. They are as 
primitive as tho Cheyennes ,or the 
St'rtir. They were opposed' to the'at- 
vision of their lauds by the govern- 
ment and refused to tultu their allot- 
mc&ts. Unable to escape the change, 
they persistently resisted the taxation 
of their property. Thfty rullwl implic- 
itly upou tbu old treaty of 18:12. under 
«hk'h they came went uf tin- Mlnsl»u- 
Ipul river. 


The members of the band Nuv* bucn 


regarded its outlawa and only him full 
It required the svrrlces of (.'lilted 
Btaixro officers and threats of a cull 
for ttap nillltlu to quell tlu<m dnrlnjc n 
pt>w wow ut. Hickory Ground, fie 
horn* of Crazy Snake. The chief Ims 
often expressed hie displeasure at the 
restraint of It*' and called his men 
Into council to dlscujs the situation,. 


Decides on Final Stand. 


Evidently the:'wily -.old-.chlet deter- 


mined to make a Hnnl stand for their 
Ideas of liberty nnd made .good his 
frequent throats following last Thurs- 
day's fight In which several of his 
band were killed and wounded by offi- 
cers. But, oven In the face of the af- 
fair of Thursday, officers professed to 
believe that there would be no further 
sorlous results. This was shown when 
on Saturday Sheriff Odom of Mclnfonh 
county at Eufnulu received from tho 
district clerk a warrant for the arrent 
nf Crazy Snako. The clerk admonished 
the ofilcor to be careful, that ho might 
expect trouble, but Odom replied: 
"They are cowards; there Is no dan- 
ger." It was Qiloui'n son, Herman, a 
deputy, who was one of the two men 
killed outright when an attempt was 
made later that day to servo the war- 
rant at the chiefs house.' 


Crazy Snnkb' has 
pleaded many 


times with federal olUcets for the res- 
titution of what he believed to bo tha 
rtghui of himself and his tribe. A 
notable Instance of bin oratorical ef- 
forts In behalf of his band was made1 
at Tulsa, Okla., on Nov. 23, 190$. when 
he addressed a committee of United 
States sonators^that was Investigating 
matters connected with affairs la In- 
dian Territory. 


Pltaded For Justice. 


"I am here and stand before you to- 


day, my fathers," 'eloquently pleaded 
Crnzy Snake, "as a man of misery. I 
am here appealing to you to havo Iho 
laws carried out." 


He recounted the loyalty and allp- 


glance of himself and his followers 
to the government In tho Civil war. 
He said that the Indians were not con- 
cerned" In the question ot negro slavery 
and that none ot their treaties was In- 
volved, yet because of tho snored com- 
pact with the government he Joined | 
with tho latter against- the Confeder- 
ate xtatos. 


"I never agreed." said Harjo, "to the 


exchanging of lands and I never 
agreed to the allotting of my lands. I 
and my people, great masses of them, 
are unoltghtcned and uneducated. 1 
am notifying you or those things be- 
cause your government olttclal» havo 
told mo and tho people that tlmy 
would tako care of my relations with 
the , govornment, and I think thoy 
ought to be'taking care of them nn 
they promised. .Tho great father said 
that If anyone trespassed on my rights 
or questioned them lo let him know
